Since 
he has become verbal he has!

he can and will communicate 
with others. He is doing pre- 
school work, counts, etc. 

But the prognosis is very 
grim for the autistic child, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Kearney who 
accompanied her husband here. 
Doctors hope to rehabilitate up 
to 75 per cent of the other 
mentally ill children at Carter 
but full recovery of the autist 
is doubtful, she said. This is 
due in part because the disease 
has been known for such a 
short time it has no history to 
rely on. 

What is the greatest need? 
The Kearneys agreed that there 
are several: prompt profes- 
sional diagnosis, more treat- 
ment centers, additional parent 
education on the subject of 
mental illness and the neces- 
sity for eliminating the stigma 
attached to mental illness by 
much of the public.

Howard Potter, vice presi- 
dent of VCAMH, and first vice 
president of the Merchants Na- 
tional Bank said. “Тһе Associ- 
ation receives excellent support 
from the United Fund.

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The Vigo Co. Association for 
Mental Health was started by a 
group of dedicated citizens near- 
ly 17 years ago.

Dr. Rutherford B. Porter, who 
is Chairman of the Department 
of Special Education at Indi- 
ana State University, and the 
first president of the Mental 
Health Association, said recent- 
ly, “I remember those early 
years.

At that time men- 
tal patients were considered to 
be ‘lost souls’. For most of 
them about all they could hope 
for was a lifetime sentence to 
Evansville State Hospital or 
Logansport State Hospi.al, both 
about 125 miles away. But some 
of us were convinced that there 
was a better way and a better 
life for these people. 


“At first the obstacles seemed 
insurmountable,” Dr. Por- 
ter continued, “but each suc- 
ceeding year has brought prog- 
ress in the battle against men- 
tal illness. "The current excel- 
lent programs of the Vigo Coun- 
ty Association for Mental Health 
is evidence of that progress. 
The efficient, business like, and 
professional manner in which 
the organization is operated 
has made a significant impact 
in our community.”

The late Katherine Hamilton 
was a Terre Haute pioneer in 
Indiana for better care for the 
mentally ill and help for their 
families. The tragedy of her 
sister's mental illness when 
Miss Hamilton was a young 
woman resulted in her дейжа- 
{tion to this cause to which she 
devoted the larger portion of 
|her life. As Miss Hamilton ex- 
| pressed it in a letter to the 
lassociation when she received 
lin February, 1961, the citation 
ifor her work from the Vigo 
County Health and Welfare and 
association.

The accomplishments of the 
VCAMH are the result of tire- 
less, constant and faithful work, 
year in and year out, by the 
many board members and other 
volunteers. However, those who 
knew and worked with “Katie” 
Hamilton throughout this first 
decade shared the feeling about 
her leadership, so well ex- 
pressed in this tribute following 
her death on May 3, 1961: 


“Her devotion to the cause of 
the mentally ill was the driv- 
ing force behind the atccomplish- 
ments of the VCAMH and con- 
tributed greatly to the Indiana 
Association. Her wisdom created 
many of the vital programs .. . 
her energy galvanized the im- 
plementation of these programs 

. . her determination com- 
manded success in one area 
after another . . .

worked a little harder because 
of her prodding; that in the 
face of her self-sacrificing work 
they could not withhold that ex- 
tra effort . . she was a 
crusader . . yet there was 
always her warm personal in- 
terest in the lives of . . . all 
those with whom she was as- 
sociated.” 

She succeeded Dr. Rutherford 
Porter as president from 1951 
to 1952 and was elected presi- 
dent again in 1957 and "58. With 
her board and membership, she 
saw two dreams come true dur- 


ing these last two terms of! 


office, In July, 1957, three de- 
tention rooms for mental 
patients awaiting commitment 
were opened in Union Hospital 
and jailing of mental patients 
for the time was eliminated. 
Moreover, in 1957 Vigo county 
became one of only six counties 
in Indiana to eliminate such 
jailing. 

Hopefully, no patient would 
ever again need to ask his dis- 
traught family, as did one elder- 

man when he entered the 
jail to await commitment. “у 
did you put me in jailj What 
have I done? I didn’t hurt you, 
I didn't do anything to anybody. 

The victory was hard won, 
after the VCAMH studied and 
planned, working and meeting 
with other community agencies, 
law enforcement officials, the 
hospital and the doctors. Despite 
the fine cooperation of all 
groups, it was a slow process. 

The increase work load of the 
VCAMH оке necessitated a 
move in 1957 to its present quar- 
ters at 912 Chestnut St. Re- 
quests for information and calls 
to the office pointed up increas- 
ingly the need for an out-patient 
psychiatric clinic, one of the 
first goals established in 1950. 

The board set itself also to 
this task and worked tirelessly 
for eight years under, “Кане” 
Hamilton's leadership and con- 
viction that the goal could be 
achieved. They conferred with 
county and state officials, with 
the medical association, the 
state and national mental health 
associations, and local citizens 
who recognized the need. 

In 1959, the Vigo County 
Adult and Child Guidance Clinic 
was established, with a separate 
board of directors, separate of-

county and state tax funds, the 
United Fund, and fees from 
those financially able to pay for 
the service, the Clinic now 
serves 400 to 500 patients an- 
nually. 


The association chalked up 
other accomplishments in the 
decade between 1950 and 1960: 
One was the establishment in 
February, 1959, of the chartered 
bus service for relatives of 
patients in the state hospital at 
Logansport. À low cost, round- 
trip fare of $4.00 was estab- 
lished, and, for those unable to 
affort it, arrangements were 
made for a limited number of 
sponsored tickets, many of 
which were donated by inter- 
ested citizens. 


Membership increased to 619. 


in 1960, and the volunteer pro- 
grams of direct help to the men- 
tally ill became increasingly im- 
portant, as a subsequent article 
will indicate. In 1959 also, lead- 
ers in the epilepsy field re- 
quested a merger with the men- 
tal health group to avoid yet 
another drive, with a local in- 
crease in campaign and United 
Fund budgets. A local commit- 
tee on epilepsy was appointed to 
study the problems and an edu- 
cational program was de- 
veloped, 


Basic plans were made by 
the association in 1961 for an 
after-care program for the men- 
tally ill. Locally, the VCAMH 
put into operation in Vigo and 
surrounding counties the first 
such program in Indiana. Fi- 
nanced by a federal grant. it 
was co-sponsored by the Vigo 
County Adult and Child Guid- 
ance Clinic and the VCAMH, 


апа was begun in January, 1963. 


Services of Mrs. Margaret Suth- 
erland, a trained socia] worker 
and member of the American 
Council of Social Work, were 
available to assist persons hav- 
ing problems related to, and 


concerned with, hospitalization | 


for mental illness. 


Services were given on re- 
quest, unless a referral to an- 
other agency was appropriate 
and could be done effectively. 
The project was also concerned 
with identifying other services 
needed and exploring ways in 
which they might be provided. 
The three-year project proved 


she did not|fice on\the building at 912 Chest- most valuable. not only to the 
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patients who made use of it 
but also to other agencies in 
the community. Information in 
the final report gave guidelines 
which were an important part 
of the planning for the compre- 
hensive mental health center. 


During the two years follow- 
ling Miss Hamiltons death, 
events on the national and state 
level nurtured a climate of 
progress which made 1963 a 
year of historic milestones for 
treatment and care of the men- 
67, ill. Nationally, first 
presidential message to Con- 
gress concerning a program for 
mental health, with emphasis 
on the provision of facilities at 
the community level delivered 
early in 1963 by President John 
F. Kennedy, was the turning 
point for a giant step forward. 

At the state level, the Indiana 
General Assembly increased 
funds for the Indiana Depart- 
ment of Mental Health whose 
program also placed increasing 
emphasis on the treatment of 
mental illness at the local level. 
The first annual Congress on 
Mental Health of the Indiana 
State Medical Association in In- 
dianapolis on Feb. 20 placed the 
whole -focus on the treatment 
and arresting of mental illness 
and rehabilitation of mental pa- 
tients in the home communities. 
Indiana was the first state to 
conduct such a congress since 
the National AMA Congress held 
the previous October іп Chi- 
cago. 

Ever alert to the need, the 
‘board of directors of VCAMH 
imet in February, 1963, to re- 
evaluate the total program and 
|set forth specific goals. Опе of 
these, possibly the most far- 
reaching of the ten objectives,

The association began in 1953 
to dispense free literature on all 
mental health topics, including 
packets supplied free to the 
ilocal schools and Indiana State 
University. In the course of the 
last two decades, literally thou- 
‘sands of pieces have been dis- 
tributed. 

Transportation help for rela- 
tives who wished to visit hos- 
pitalized mental patients was 
recognized as a real need and

Active support of adequate 
mental health legislative pro- 
grams was generated in 1953 
land has been continued at each 
legislative session since. An- 
other vital concern in those 
early years was support of the 
local United Hospital Project in- 
volving expansion of both hos- 
pitals. The association made its 
voice heard in support of ex- 
panded hospital facilities for the 
mentally ili as a part of the plan 
and pledged its cooperation in 
every way.

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Dr. Frank W. Jerse, a past 
president of the Vigo County 
Association for Mental Health 
and currently a board member, 
told members of the Terre 
Haute Exchange Club at their 
Tuesday noon meeting that 
mental health services in_the 
community are "very im- 
pressive. ` 

Dr Jerse, Indiana State Uni- 
versity professor of educational 
psychology, had spoken to the 
Exchange Club five years ago 
on the general subject, when 
Katherine Hamilton Mental 
Health Center was becoming a 
reality. Since that time it has 
developed into a com- 
prehensive mental center, serv- 
ing a six-county catchment 
area. 

Also, he noted that there are 
now three psychiatrists еп- 
gaged in private practice in the 
community And a psychiatric 
unit is to be included in the new 
Terre Haute Regional Hospital 
to be built this year 

Dr. Jerse was introduced by 
Lawrence Sawyer, editor of the 
Star. 

Good remedial services and 
prevention of mental problems 
at comprehensive mental 
health centers have greatly de- 
creased the number of patients 
in state hospitals, Jerse con- 
tinued. He noted there are only 
half as may patients now іп 
state hospijals as there were 10 
years aed) 
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In his discussidn орет 
Center, services. the speaker 
said that through its in-patient 
services, the individual aver- 
age stay at the Center is 15days 
in a work and family setting, as 
compared with a much longer 
Stay in a state hospital. He 
noted also that the Center's 
emergency services are avail- 
able after the regular working 
day. 

Dr. Jerse commended the 
liaison services of the Center 
which in cooperation with 
Evansville State Hospital has 
been able to pick up the care for 
patients released from the hos- 
pital who still need supervision. 

However, he called a ‘major 
пеей” in the community that 
for some kind of halfway house 
for individuals coming from a 
state hospital who cannot rê- 
main at home and need some 
type of residential services. 
There is also need for a voca- 
tional counseling program, he 
added. 

One of the ‘most successful" 
programs at the Center is that 
dealing with drug and alcohol 
abuse problems. Dr. Jerse said 
he considered alcoholism far 
more serious and widespread 
than drug abuse. 

“А very skilled staff is focus- 
ing on the problem,” he con- 
tinued. ‘Two years ago, 11 per 
cent of the Center’s in-patients 
were alcoholics. Now, however, 
the Center’s detoxification unit 
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provides a place for people to 
Sober up and change at the 
Twelve Points Center, one of 
the best things the Center is 
doing.” 

He aiso noted that the special 
program for public intoxicants 


has resulted in 4.785 jail days 


suspended for those willing to 
participate in the Center's pro- 
gram at a saving to the govern- 
ment unit of $76,000, not to 
nention the positive effect on 
the individuals’ daily lives. 
Dr. Jerse not commended 
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also the Center’s programs for 
the developmentally disabled 
at the Beacon Sheltered Work- 
shop and the Children's Learn- 
ing Center. The other service of 
the Center was that of consulta- 
tion and education which re- 
lates to prevention of mental 
illness through improving hu- 
man relations by means of a 
variety or programs. One of 
these is community education 
for better parenting which is 
now “expanding rapidly and 
doing well.”

Meet :x With Legislator 


Current community oe 
health center issues as these 
relate to legislative action were 
discussed during a recent meet- 
ing sponsored by the Vigo Coun- 
ty Association for (Mental 
Health,.a United Way agency, 
with regional legislators. 

Tom Barone, director of ad- 
ministration at Katherine 
Hamilton Mental Health Cen- 
ter, was among those attend- 
ing. In comment for The Star, 
he explained that the 1977 State 
Legislature appropriated $30 
million for community mental 
health center funding for this 
year, half of which was to have 
been Title XX reimbursement. 
The ‘‘positive impact” of these 
Title XX funds has resulted in 
expansion of services, especial- 
ly residential programs and fis- 
cal solvency for the programs 
for the mentally retarded and 
developmentally disabled. 

There were, however, some 
first year start-up concerns 
which were reviewed for the 
legislators. 

Barone said concern was ex- 
pressed about the late effective 
date of the Center's Title XX 
contracts for certain services 
for treatment of the mentally 
ill. The Center's fiscal year 
begins July 1 but Title XX 
contracts became effective 
Aug. 1. 

For this reason, individuals 
could not be enrolled in the 
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programs M the i 1 date. 
Therefore, it is anticipated that 
the Center will not be able to 
use all the dollars currently 
allocated under Title XX fund- 
ing. Barone emphasized that 
the Title XX contracts repre- 
sent only one of the funding 
resources and programs at the 
Center. 

Another concern, he noted, 
was the fact that there is a 43- 
day waiting period between the 
submitting of the bills for Title 
XX programs and payment 
from the State Department of 
Public Welfare. Barone said 
close to 900 persons in the 
Center’s six-county catchment 
area have been enrolled since 
Aug. 1 to receive services under 
Title XX from the Center. 

Concern was also expressed 
to the legislators that at pres- 
ent only 18 percent of the total 
number of persons being 
treated for mental illness under 
Title XX at the Center were 
those receiving Supplemental 
Security Income or Aid to Fam- 
ilies with Dependent Children. 
The contract provides for up to 
22 per cent. 

It is anticipated that these 
problems of the first-year start 
up will have been resolved 
when Title XX funds for fiscal 
year 1978-1979 are allocated, 
according to Barone.

The Terre Haute area’s 
first mental health residence 
has been opened by Katherine 
Hamilton Mental Health Cen- 
ter, Inc., as part of its new 
Residential Services pro- 
gram. 

The residential program is 
designed to help people with 
certain disabilities learn how 
to cope with everyday situ- 
ations, according to a release 
from Katherine Hamilton. 

Disabilities which may be 
served by the residential ap- 
proach include mental illness, 
substance abuse, mental re- 
tardation, cerebral palsy, 
epilepsy, autism, dyslexia, 
and related handicaps. 

A residence for persons re- 
covering from mental illness 
was opened with a ribbon cut- 


health 


ting ceremony Friday after- 
noon. À large house was re- 
modeled for the facility. 

The residence offers a fam- 
ily living situation to help 
people with past mental prob- 
lems learn how to live inde- 
pendently, according to Carla 
McCammon, residential di- 
rector 

A staff will be on duty at the 
house 24 hours a day to offer 
guidance in matters such as 
finding a job or entering 
school, Ms. McCammon said. 

"Everybody pulls their own 
weight" when living at the 
house, Ms. McCammon said. 
Responsibilities such as 
housework and cooking will be 
shared by the residents. 

No more than eight persons 
will be staying at the house at 
one time, and the longest each 
can stay is six months, Ms. 
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McCammon said. 

The mental health resi- 
dence approach lets people 
with past emotional problems 
“slowly work their way back 
to community living," Ms. 
McCammon said. 

Some people who have been 
under care of a state hospital 
may never bave learned how 
to do things such as opening a 
can or learning how to cook, 
Ms. McCammon said. By liv- 
ing in a mental health resi- 
dence, they can ease their 
way back into society instead 
of starting cold, she said. 

The residential approach 
offers a different setting than 
an institutional facility 

Residents at the house will 
pay a rent based on what they 
can afford. The center also 
will receive some federal fun- 
ding. 

Location of the residence is 
not being published so a nor- 
mal setting can be maintained 
for its residents, according to 
Katherine Hamilton officials. 

Approximately 10 mental 
health residences exist in In- 
diana, Ms. McCammon said. 

The mental health resi- 
dence is the first such facility 
being set up by Katherine 
Hamilton. Residences to cope 
with other disabilities are 
planned. 

Admission to the Residen- 
tial Services program is ar- 
ranged through one of the 
following divisions of 
Katherine Hamilton Clinical 
Services, Alcohol and Drug 
Services or Developmental 
Disabilities and Special Ser- 
vices. 

Referrals to those divisions 
may be made at the request of 
the individual’s physician, 
therapist, referring agency, 
human service provider, fam- 
ily, friend or the individual 
needing help. |

Funding for community mental health 
centers had been in limbo since the SBA 
failed to authorize the $29.5 million ap- 
propriated by the 1979 General Assembly. 
The SBA authorized only $21.5 million of 
that amount.

in the department's contingency fund. 
Steiner said the $500,000 will be placed in 
the contingency fund, which will bring that 
fund up to $1.9 million. 

That action will mean only about a 2 
percent cut for community health centers 
— such as Katherine Hamilton Mental 
Health Center in Terre Haute — Steiner 
said, and additional funding is available in 
the contingency fund if funds are needed 
later in the year. 

Steiner said the 2 percent cut should 
cause “по serious problems" for communi- 
ty health centers. “And, since the money 
was put in the contingency fund,” he added, 
"it really isn't eut from the budget. it is 
still there if needed." 

A meeting had been scheduled for 
Wednesday with representatives from the 
SBA, Department of Mental Health and

of Association for Mental Health

No two days at the Vigo County 
Association for Mental Health at 620 
Eighth Ave. are ever alike, executive 
director Marge McCormick will at- 
test. Marge should know — she’s been 
on that job for more than 20 years. 

Why does she stay? “Like the 1,200 
other members of the organization, I 
also care,” she answers simply. 

The agency’s services include in- 
formation and referral, public educa- 
tion, advocate for the mentally ill, 
and providing ‘‘support systems” for 
patients and their families. The latter 
function can take many forms. 

A non-typical day may bring a 
query from a new resident about what 
mental health services are available 
in the area; or a request for 
transportation for a voluntary ad- 
mission patient to Evansville State 
Hospital (the sheriffs department 
can only take persons admitted on a 
court order); or an explanation of 
why a state hospital has filed a lien 
against a patient’s property. 

Marge McCormick stresses that 
the VCAMH provides certain services 
,because nobody else does and that 
these are free of charge. The agency 
receives its principal support from 
the United Way and relies to a great 
extent on its volunteers to provide 
direct services of а non-medical 
nature. 

In addition to Mrs. McCormick, 
other staff members are Alice 
Nichols, assistant, and Donna Adkins, 
program planner. Volunteers also 
help out with the office work. 
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A Profile: 
Agency at work 


The following profile is part of 
a TRIBUNE series looking into 
the daily routine and philosophy 
of those persons who dedicate 
time and energy as United Way 


agency directors. 
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In its role as an advocate for the 
mentally ill in both comprehensive 
centers like Katherine Hamilton 
Mental Health Center as well as state 
hospitals, the VCAMH has pointed out 
needs which in some cases have 
developed into state legislation. 

The VCAMH is also concerned with 
patients’ rights, Mrs. McCormick 
emphasizes. She is a firm believer 
that patients should have a choice of 
services (comprehensive centers, 
private practice or state hospitals). 

She. notes that placing liens on 
property is a relatively new practice 
of the Indiana Department of Mental 
Healtht and is sometimes difficult to 
explain to family members of an 
institutionalized person. 

“There is a daily charge to people 
going into a state hospital, and it 
remains on the books against the 
patient," she said, adding that the 
county, however, is not billed for 
anything except clothing for indigent 
patients. She stresses that. com- 
prehensive centers, however, do not 
place any liens on property. 

Mrs. McCormick believes that it's 
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important to talk to a family before a 
commitment, and she believes a sup- 
port system is also necessary for 
many patients after discharge. : 


This kind of help might involve a 
visit to the township trustee, social 
security office or welfare depart- 
ment, she explained. 

And while the VCAMH does not 
particularly want to be in the 
transportation business, sometimes 
it’s necessary because there's “по 
other way," she added. 

The newest program, Widow to 
Widow, was established last Nov- 
ember to fill an unmet need, she 
reported. The sessions have proved to 
be quite successful and are conducted 
on a regular basis with both daytime 
and evening sessions. 

Mrs. Adkins is currently complet- 
ing plans for a self-help group for 
relatives of patients. 

Ongoing programs include the 
Christmas gift project (in coopera- 
tion with Tri Kappa Sorority and 
other volunteers) and in-patient and 
activity therapy for persons at 
Katherine Hamilton Mental Health 
Center. 

The Adopt-A-Patient program, 
which originated in Vigo County in 
1950, is continuing, but under a new | 
name, ‘Friend to Friend," as de-| 
signated by the state mental health | 
association. 

The county mental health organiza- 
tion was formed here in 1950, one of 
11-in Indiana affiliated with the 
(then) Indiana Mental Hygiene Socie- 
ty.
